the tenants of the Phillips Building said its 
owner, Bill Comrie, plans to demolish the 
building to make way for a parking lot. 
Comrie also owns The Brick chain of furni- 
ture and appliance stores. 

The artists in the building are upset about 
their eviction and want Comrie to reconsid- 
er his decision, said Don Bouzek, a theatre 
artist, video producer and building tenant. 

Although the eviction notices came soon- 
er than expected, they were not a surprise 
to the tenants. Speculation about the build- 
ing’s future started last year, when Midco 
Equities Inc., the company that maintains 
the building for Comrie’s Brick Corp., put 
all the tenants on 30-day leases, Bouzek 
explained 

Midco Equities president Al Swyripa met 
with the tenants and told them the company

productions. “It’s a great place to get feed- 
back and input ... It’s a valuable resource.” 

The tenants wrote Comrie in January and 
explained the importance of the Phillips 
Building to the arts community, as well as 
its historical importance to the city. 
Originally built as a warehouse in 1913, it’s 
one of the few buildings in Edmonton that 
was constructed with locally-produced 
materials. It’s also one of the few older 
buildings downtown that remains standing. 

However the building does not have his- 
torical designation from the city, and 
Swyripa said from a business standpoint, 
the best thing to do is demolish it. 

“It was originally purchased for redevel- 
opment,” Swyripa said. When Comrie 
bought the building for $6 million in the

Coleman admits 
the lack of affordable spaces for artists is 
one of the reasons Big Sky productions 
doesn’t want to leave. “There are all manner 
of artists already looking for space. There 
are lineups at the Arts Hab and lineups at 
several other buildings.” she said. “We had 
been approached by other realtors who 
offered us space at $10 a square foot and 
right now we pay $200 plus GST for 588 
square feet, which we can afford. But at $10 
a square foot, we'd never be able to manage 
that on our income.”

Local Dus get their audio visualized at Happy Come

es people, it’s time to get happy 
and come together to experi- 
ence the sights and sounds of 
Edmon-town. This city’s blossom- 
ing new breed of audio and visual 
artists are planning a collaborative 
multimedia presentation to benefit 
the visual arts program of Latitude 
53, a non-profit society which has 
been providing exhibition and per- 
formance opportunities for artists 

locally and nationally since 1973. 
This Sunday’s event, Happy 
Come, promises to be a shaking, 
shining example of the integration 
of audio and visual talent which is 
exemplary of the evolution of elec- 
tronic music, the visual arts and 
digital culture, all of which are con- 
tinuously seeking fresh contexts to 
explore. In other words, some cre- 
ative people are planning to make 
you wanna shake your body and 


















wake your pixelated retinas. 
Coming through with the sounds 
from your area are a lineup of DJs, 
including Nicky Miago, Jakob, 
Dragon, Phatcat with MC Degree, 
Topaz, Malfunkt, Ryan Diduck, Cool 
Luc Manoeuver and Soulus, whose 
skills on the turntables will be com- 
plemented and accentuated by the 
visual presentation of Linzi McIntyre 
and her stack of film reels which 
you can witness her feeding live to a 
hungry pack of 16mm projectors. 
Latitude 53 firmly believes in the 
artistic merit of the DJs in their 
own culturally-expressive medium 
and values the contribution they 
have to offer to the evolution of the 
arts community with their diverse 
and often spontaneous audio input 
which can so readily set the tone to 
heighten visual comprehension and 
awareness. As there is a burgeoning 
roster of local talent ready to wreck 


the set, the time is ripe to bring on 
this showcase of vinyl manipula- 
tors, beat architects and wax killas 
to compose their own soundtrack 
for the future of creative presenta- 
tion which is increasingly reliant on 
the melding of sight and sound. 

Soulus is one such DJ who has 
an acute awareness of the effect 
that audio and visual disciplines 
can have on each other and the 
fresh perspective which can be gen- 
erated through their artful fusion. 

She asserts, “Providing an aural 
soundscape can have a huge influ- 
ence on the environment in which 
art (or anything) is being viewed. 
If a high level of energy is being 
conveyed by a visual artist, then 
the music can enhance and reflect 
that energy.” 

As a graphic designer by day and 
a DJ with an eclectic taste which

Culling through the 
enormous press kit that accompanies this 
film, the above stance proves the over- 
whelming consensus, but I wonder, could 
these people possibly be serious? 
_ SEX: The Annabel Chong story is mud- 
"dled, poorly executed disaster, at best the 
" product of a rank amateur, at worst a wilful 
misrepresentation. Almost every move the 
‘film makes is so pointless, so cheap that by 
comparison Jerry Springer appears staid 
"programming. And though a discussion with 
Quek proves more engaging and Quek more 
articulate and lucid than the film ever hints 
at, her pseudo-feminist pabulum is equally 
insipid. Both Quek and the film are very 
much of the moment, riding this wave of

“sleaze” with proper disco-abandon. 
Surprisingly, for such an inept film, SEX: 
The Annabel Chong Story does manage to 
"settle a thoroughly non-titillating gaze on 
e porn industry. The footage of Chong’s 
claim to fame — the world’s largest gang 
bang where she had sex with 251 men in 10 
hours — presents her feat as, more than 
anything, work — tedious, monotonous 
Work. The video of the event went on to 
ecome a huge porn hit, for which Chong 
feceived little money. Furthermore, health 
Precautions which Chong claims she 
thought were in place were, instead, 
gnored. 
So, where does the film go from here? 
Nell, it invests itself in a series of emotion- 
! bot-shots that end up playing out as a 
asty joke on Chong herself, an unsettling 
hove that makes SEX: the Annabel Chong 
tory as exploitative as the porn industry it 
Mierrogates. 
Quek remains even-handed about the 
» Which is to say Sownright generous. 
















After having sex with 251 men in 10 hours, 
Chong discovered health precautions were 
ignored and her promised fee of $40,000 

was not forthcoming. 


When asked if she believes that film 
smashed stereotypical notions of the porn 
star, Quek responds yes and no. 

“Yes, because it portrays me as more than 
just an image, but no, he (Lewis) just fell for 
the simple formulas, which is to take out 
contextualization.” 

According to Quek, what gets lost is the 
“organic process” of her own life, the 
changes she went through during her rise 
to porn fame. The film’s dearth of context 





is one of many prominent failings. It wants 
to shock, not examine, and so it springs a 
sort of surprise attack on the audience, 
sending forth a barrage of imagery with no 
explanatory material. Less shocking is that 
the film has no interest in spending much 
screen time on Chong’s putative brain 
power. Gathering a few “eyewitnesses” to 
testify that Chong is a student and spend- 
ing a few minutes in the classroom is as far 
as it will exert itself in this direction. What 
this equation lacks is any sense that Chong 
brings her mind to bear on her work. 
Instead, we are given student Quek and 
latex-wearing Chong as two disparate enti- 
ties without overlap. The film desperately 
wants to cling to the notion that an acade- 
mic porn star is irreconcilable and there- 
fore sensational. SEX is interested in push- 
ing boundaries only ie as the bound-

For Quek, most aspects of her egalitarian 
exploitation are hilarious. She describes he 
participation in the gang bang as “a parody, 
a burlesque on the abject state of the stud,” 
refusing to consider that such a reading 
could shift when the “stud” in question is a 
woman, and female sexuality is already pop- 
ularly read as abject. For Quek, such an 

rgument is dismissible because she can dis- 
miss it and women who buy into it are just 


dupes of feminist propaganda 
But Quek’s frustrating irrever 
ence stands more cogent stuff, primarily the 


alongside 


idea that porn should come out of the realm 
of the lone masturbator and into a critical 
setting. Porn is a part of pop culture, it 
should be viewed as such, as Quek says 
(perhaps unwittingly aligning herself with 
many feminists). 

“Let’s see how it reflects our values about 
gender, power and money. It’s a cross 
between pop art and tiber-kitsch. Part of its 
appeal is it’s so cheesy.” 

Regardless of how one merits Quek’s 
thinking, the fact that any evidence of it 
ended up on the cutting room floor is a huge 
disservice to both Quek and Lewis’ film 
Especially when Lewis chooses to concen- 
trate instead on a bizarre game of Candid 
Camera — like stunts with his various sub 
jects. Encouraging Chong’s mother to remi- 
nisce about Annabei’s youth while posting 
an intertitle to let the audience know that 
she is unaware of her daughter's current 
profession, Lewis’ attempts to gain currency 
are pathetic: will Chong’s parents discover 
the truth of their daughter’s sordid life? 
Tune in next week. 

SEX: is messy, haphazard filmmaking, but 
the whole mess ends up being more insidi 
ous than simply that. The film’s end, which 
stages Chong’s return to porn, depicts 
Chong in the desultory embrace of slimy 
Ron Black and associate, the intertitle stat- 
ing: Annabel returns to the porn industry. 
Lewis chooses not to elucidate on the mat- 
ter — he does not mention that Chong 
returned to the industry as a director, pro- 
ducer and health activist. Lewis is unwilling 
to offer that a porn star could, or possibly 
should, transcend victimhood. That may 
wel! be his take — fair enough — but by 
refusing to treat Chong as anything but a 
loopy patsy, Quek’s. own voice disappears. 
Notably, Quek is in the process of making 
her own documentary about her life in porn. 

Maybe the Tinal poetic irony of Lewis’ 
lame first film is that it is Chong who is 
reaping the rewards. Grace Quek has been 
blazing through the festival circuit to much 
acclaim. Lewis is nowhere. Like, say, 
Camille Paglia, Quek is certain to be a well- 
known “woman's champion” because she is

2000 edition of Edmonton’s 
Fringe Theatre Festival — Cirque 
du Fringe — especially when the 
circus being paid tribute is Canada’s 
hyper-cool Cirque du Soleil. 

“We had gone to movie themes 
for the past few years at the Fringe 
and wanted another angle. Granted 
we're more of a straight theatre fes- 
tival (than the glitzy, performance- 
oriented Cirque du Soleil), but there 
are enough parallels to make it fun,” 
says festival director David Cheoros. 

If nothing else the Cirque and the 
Fringe are little organizations that 
grew: the Cirque boomed from its 
modest Québec City roots to virtu- 
ally own Las Vegas. And 
Edmonton’s Fringe is still the 
largest Fringe Festival in North 
America and the largest arts event 
in Western Canada. 

The numbers alone are enough 
to make your head spin: 132 indoor 
theatre productions in 28 venues — 
12 multi-company Fringe venues 
and 16 Bring Your Own Venues 
(BYOVs) — supplemented by 18 
different artists on three outdoor 
stages for a grand total of 1,000 per- 
formances in 10 days. The dizzying 
array of talent includes virtually all 
of Edmonton’s theatre regulars as 
well as performers from six other 
Canadian provinces, six American 
states, Mexico, England, Scotland, 
Ireland, Germany, South Africa,

Befitting a dynamic organization 
and encompassing arts scene, the 
Fringe’s growth hasn’t been neces- 
sarily linear. Cheoros notes the 
festival has had more regular 
venues in the past (15 in the early 
90s) as the festival in 2000 focuses 
on the development of more site- 
specific BYOVs. The Fringe has 
also worked hard to continually 
improve its core facilities includ- 
ing continuing improvements on 
the Arts Barn complex and the 
brand-new air-conditioning in the 
historic Acacia Hall, one of the 
Fringe’s original venues.

“It’s incredible. You just feel 
everybody’s eyes on you,” he said. 
But performing in front of a sold- 
out crowd is also difficult.

very raw,” 
Weiner said. 

Weiner has per- 
formed in over 140 U.S. cities and 
in parts of Europe and Canada 
during his time with STOMP. 
While travelling can be physically 
and mentally exhausting, Weiner 
said the most challenging part 
of touring is being able to 

maintain consistency in his 
routines. 
“Things are changing 
constantly on the road. 
The venue’s changing, 
the stage is chang- 
ing, the props are 
changing with the 
weather,” he said. 
“Tf we're in a dry place 
in a high elevation, we’ll be 
using these brooms, and they'll all 
be breaking because the wood will 
be brittle. It just changes from 
place to place, so you have to find 
a balance for it all.” 

Weiner also has to incorporate a 
daily workout into his hectic 
schedule, to keep his body in 
shape for the demanding perfor- 
mances.

Long, hot, crowded bus trip affords opportunity to get to know lots of local folks in India

ftentimes the most miserable 
[Jesreriences while travelling 

turn out to be the most memo- 
rable and sometimes the most 
rewarding. I was in India during 
their summer and it was unbeliev- 
ably hot. I’m talkin’ forty degrees 
in the shade, humid, dusty, sweaty, 
sticky, miserable, stinking, sun- 
stroke-inducing HOT. We were 
taking a bus from Udaipur (on the 
edge of India’s Thar Desert) to the 
city of Mumbai. With a 17-hour 
journey ahead of us we tried our 
damnedest to get a bus with air- 
conditioning, but to no avail. We 
were stuck with natural air-condi- 
tioning — open windows. 


We boarded the dilapidated 
coach and picked our way through 
a throng of people toward our 
seats near the back. The bus was 
equipped with 35 seats but there 
were at least 50 people on board. 
Children climbed on their parents’ 
laps trying to make themselves 
comfortable. A man and his three 
young sons shared the two seats in 
front of us. Across the aisle a thin 
man in his 70s, his adult daughter 
and his two young granddaughters 
occupied two more seats. In front 
of them, a woman leaned out of 
the window and barfed. We still 
hadn’t left Udaipur. The next 17 
hours were bound to be hell.

Hindi music 
blared from blown speakers, red 
dust gusted through the open win- 
dows, kids raced around, another 
woman tossed her cookies out the 
window and it soon came appar- 
ent that we were in the chain- 
smoking section. The bus driver, 
in true Indian style, changed lanes 
with apparently no regard for the 
safety of his passengers as cargo 
trucks raced toward us at warp 
speed. Just as I was sure we 
would make headlines around the 
world, Two Canadian Back- 
packers Killed in Tragic Traffic 
Accident in India, the driver 
cranked the steering wheel to the 
left and the bus lurched back into 
our own lane, barely sparing us 
from certain death. Sometime 
around 2 a.m. we made a pit. stop 
for food, water and the essential 
relieving of the bladder. Sticky 
and hot, I walked over to a faucet 
and felt instant relief as 1 splashed 
cool water on my hands and face. 
With no towel in sight I pulled up 
my T-shirt to wipe the water off 
my face. Bad move. As I brought 
my T-shirt away from my face, 
there on the beige cotton were 
two unmistakable black imprints 
of my hands left from wiping the 
grime off my skin. 

Yet, despite the filth, the pot- 
holes, reckless driving, open win- 
dows, bruised legs, scorching heat, 
vinyl seats and general discomfort, 
that bus trip was one of the high- 
lights of our time in India. I discov- 
ered that 20 of the people on the 
bus were all part of an extended 
family from a Rajsthani village. In 
my broken Hindi I spoke with 
some women and found out where 
they were from and which kids 
belonged to which adults.

The food comes to our table 
with great speed and flair, which 
speaks well for the staff, who 
were coping with an exceptional- 
ly busy Thursday night with effi- 
ciency and grace.

Transsexuals battle medical ignorance 


couple weeks ago I introduced you to Lisa 

Maurer, born a woman, living as a man, owner 

of a blue bike and a vagina. I met her? him? at a 
sexuality conference in Guelph where I also met 
former Montrealer Mirha-Solei! Ross, born a man, 
living as a woman. Now, unlike Lisa (who doesn't 
take hormones and hasn't surgically switched her 
sex — though she is having her boobs lopped off 
this fall), for whom I have trouble corning up with a 
pronoun, Mirha is definitely a she, even though she 
still has her dick. Funny that isn’t it? Gender is so 
wacky that way. 

Maybe we should do away with the whole 
him/her-she/he thing and call everyone “Hey you!” 

“It used to be Geraldo and Jerry Springer were 
the only source of information on transsexuals for 
the general public,” she quipped at the opening of 
her three-hour seminar at the conference. 

Ross's seminar was gritty and good. Tired of hear- 
ing others talk on behaif of transsexuals, she moved 
to Toronto in the mid-90s and got active. She wasn't 
interested in intellectual discussions on postmodern 
theoretical transsexual issues or the fluidity of gen- 
der. “What transsexuals really need to know is where 
to find a good surgeon who won't botch their 
surgery,” explained a passionate and practical Ross, 
“or who won't make you go through three years of 
assessment to get hormones and won't test for STDs 
because they're scared of your sexuality.” 

She told of her experience going to a supposedly 
progressive women’s health clinic in Toronto that 
claimed to be transsexual positive. 

“T went in for an exam and when the nurse saw my 
penis, she said she wasn’t so used to dealing with 
penises,” Ross recounted. “T'm telling you, she 
shoved the swab so far up it practically came out my 
nose, and then swirled it like 10 times. It was awful.” 

Unfortunately, transsexuals have little choice 
but to.deal with this same, insensitive, ill-equipped 
medical world if they want to make any physical 
changes to their body. If you want.a sex change 
you have to use the medical system. 

Ross spent much time talking about the medical- 
ization of our bodies and how sexual identity is fil- 


tered through the medical system. I'd never may 


thought aboutthis. 
“People think transsexuals : are the product of 
technology,” explained Ross. “They think people 


want sex changes only because medical technology 
_ has allowed us to do it. Or that transsexuals area’ 


product of the politicization of gender. But trans- 
sexuals were around long before all that.” 

Tt wasn't until this century that the medical 
world got involved. Things really exploded when a 
Glin the 50s got a sex change and became a 
woman. The media was all over the story and next 
thing you know all these people showed up in psy- 
chiatric wards because they had always felt them- 
selves to be the opposite gender, 3 

In 1966, Dr. Harry Benjamin defined the term 
“transsexual” and by 1971 the medical world came 
up with something known as “The Standards of 
Care,” guidelines for surgeons, psychotherapists 
and endocrinologists in the treatment of transsexu- 
als. Out of this were born gender-identity clinics, to 
determine whether a patient was indeed prepared 
_ to make this radical physical change. 

_ While Ross conceded that standards are ey 
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the early days, many male-to-female transsexuals 
died on the operating table during vaginal-veconstruc- 
tion surgery), but like most things in the medical 
world, the guidelines and procedures for transsexuals 
are only as good as the doctors applying them. 

Among the Standards of Care is a rile that the 
person wanting the sex change must live for up to 
two years as the opposite sex before any surgery 

and at least one year before being eligible for hor- 
mone therapy. 

“If you are a women with big breasts living in a 
rural area and trying to live as a man without hor- 
mones or surgery, it’s cruel,” Ross offered as an 
example. 

Almost as cruel as outfitting you with a penis the 
size of an elephant. 

“In the early days, because surgeons were men, 
the penises they were creating for female-to-male 
transsexuals were huge even though they didn’t 
work very well,” said Ress, who still has her penis, 
though it’s very small thanks to the female hor- 
mones she takes. 

“And conversely they made vaginas without a cli- 
toris. They'd make a hole just big enough for a penis.” 

Things are a little better now. More sophisticated 
techniques are being developed, like the penile- 
inversion technique where they turn the penis 
inside out and shove it inside the pelvic area to cre- 
ate a vaginal canal. But even this has potential 
risks, said Ross, because sometimes the wall 
between the colon and the new vagina collapses 
and you get feces coming out of your new vagina. 
Now there’s a party trick. 

Most transsexuals go overseas for surgery to 
places like Japan where they have more advanced 
genital-reconstruction procedures, like grafting 

skin from the colon to create.a vagina and then 
clumping a bunch of nerve endings together and 
covering them with skin to create a clitoris. 

AS you €an guess, it ain’t cheap switching your 
sex. Along with the assessments, the surgery and 
the horniones, there is the hair removal. 

“Electrolysis can cost $40 to $100 an hour, and a 
male-to-female transsexual can need up to 250 
hours of it.” 

Some transsexuals simply can’t afford to make the 
physical switch, which raises some interesting ques- 
tions about what makes you a woman ora man. 

And they’re not always theoretical. 

“Some women's shelters won't accept transsexu- 
als who still have a penis,” said Ross. “Well, it’s 
usually poor transsexuals who can’t afford the 


~ surgery and electrolysis that are the ones who need 


the shelters. You're gonna tell a transsexual in 
minus-30-degree weather that you're not going to 
take her because she has a penis, even though in 
every other way she considers herself female.”
